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Around the Sound 
The Magic Lantern 
January 14, 2013

The recent program at Historic Ft. 
Steilacoom was truly “magic”. 


Presented by Larry Cedarblom and 

Ron Easterday, the knowledgeable duo 
demonstrated the history of and fascination 
with devices known as “Magic Lanterns,” 
an invention that traces its roots back to the 
1600s when the idea of placing images on 
glass and projecting them began. 


Now we have powerpoint presentations, 
YouTube and other similar projections. 


Using a device that sort of resembled 

a vintage steam engine—picture Mr. 
McCormick’s thresher—a metal body with 
a chimney on top and a long, camera-like 
lens in front—the men showed examples of 
assorted “magic” lanterns—even ones for 
kids to use—and their slides, mostly from 
the mid- to late 19th century and early 20th 
century before motion pictures. It was easy 
to understand the fascination, as well as to 
learn how these men had become intrigued 
with this old-timey hobby that’s more than a 
hobby for them.

Keep 
in mind, however, that though Beale 
sometimes made suggestions on coloring 
the slides, he did not do it himself, nor 
supervise it. The coloring done in the C.

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The subject matter of the magic lantern show is 
also unknown to us. However, as the Reverend C.E. 


Wright, of Muckross Church, operated the apparatus, 


it may have had a religious, or at least a Christmas, 
flavour. Magic Lanterns played an important part 
in Victorian society. They were used to relay the 
latest news about world events and for educational 
purposes. Religious and Temperance societies 
also employed them in their work. It is interesting 
that the inmates of Listowel Workhouse were also 
entertained by a magic lantern show in January 
1869.27 Sourcing a magic lantern for our Christmas 
Victorian drama at Muckross was a major cause of 
anxiety. Fortunately a chance remark revealed the 


existence of a working example in a colleague’s attic, 


complete with colourful Victorian lantern slides.
